In order to comply with the provisions of law affecting the municipal 
iinances, it is necessary to group the city accounts under these two general 
heads, and to keep them separate and distinct. Together they include 
the entire receipts and expenditures of the Corporation. While the Comp- 
troller, as the Chief financial officer of the municipality, is the executive 
. in charge of both accounts, his administration of the one is, to a great 
I extent, governed by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment ^ , and 
^ of the other by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund ^. 

The General Statement of Receipts and Expenditures which will be 
found on pages 6^ to 82 has been made to conform with such legal 
requirements. 

In this report, however, a more logical statement of the workings of 
the principal accounts and an explanation thereof more readily to be 
apprehended by the popular mind has been made, together with such 
comment as has been suggested by the statistics herein to be found.

The revenues of the General Fund, as given above, represent but a 
small fraction of the entire income of the corporation. Many items of 
revenue which would otherwise be paid into the General Fund are by law 
specially pledged to the Sinking Funds, q. v. pp. 77 to 8 1 . The success of the 
Sinking Funds and their great promise for the future are such that, as 
stated hereafter, it is by no means an idle hope that they will absorb the 
whole of the City's Funded Debt at no very distant date. When this 
occurs all those sources of revenue which are now by law diverted to the 
Sinking Fund will return to the General Fund, and serve to reduce greatly 
the amounts raised annually by taxation. 

If due attention had been paid in the past to the conservation of the 
City's sources of revenue the receipts of the General Fund would have 
benefited to the extent of several millions of dollars annually. It is only 
of late years that the grants of fianchises to surface railroads have been 
conditioned on the payment to the City Treasury of a percentage of their 
receipts ; the elevated railroads have conducted a business of extraordi- 
nary profit, owing its value to the privilege of occupying the City's streets, 
while paying a wholly inadequate compensation therefor ; gas companies 
have been permitted to tear up and use the streets for laying their pipes 
and mains without recompense to the municipality,* and other corpora- 
tions have been and are enjoying, free from tax, privileges which owe their 
extraordinary value wholly to the existence of the densely populated 
community in whose midst they are exercised. Recent legislation has 
shown a partial recognition of the right of the City to be paid for the 
private acquisition of this kind of public property, though the rate of 
compensation therefor has generally fallen far below that of its true value, 
which should be based on the excess of profit resulting from its use over 
that which capital would command in enterprises of a private character. . 

The franchises which the City of New York has yet to offer are 
immensely valuable, and it is not too much to say that upon the due 
care-taking and growth of the revenues of the General Fund depends the 
sound prosperity of New York's fiscal future. 

As the extent of the City's revenues, apart from taxation has been but 
little appreciated, the following statement is presented showing the total 
amount thereof for the year 1892, and including items pledged to the 
Sinking Fund,, which otherwise would form part of the General Fund :

Some of the above-mentioned items of expenditure invite special com- 
ment. 

Department of Charities and Correction. — It is believed that few cities 
in the world appropriate public funds for charitable purposes with the 
liberality of the City of New York. 

Of the amount expended from moneys raised from taxation in 1892 
for the Department of Charities and Correction $1,721,415.35 is charge- 
able to the account of charity. 

In addition to this amount $1,200,670.31 was directly donated from 
the tax levy to various asylums, reformatories and charitable institutions ; 
$696,930.46 was paid to them from excise moneys and $42,412 from 
theatrical licenses ; and $72,639.66 was expended by the Health Depart- 
ment for charitable purposes ; making a. total expenditure for charitable 
purposes in 1892 of $3,734,067.78. This is equal to 11 per cent of the 
entire tax levy, or $2.46 per capita of population.* 

Brooklyn,t with a population of 806,343 and atax levy of $13, 508,097.46, 
expended $203,959.09; equal to ij4 per cent, of its tax levy and 25 cents 
per capita.

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Boston, with a population of 446,507 and a tax levy of $11,656,486.92^ 
expended $974,000 ; equal to S}^ per cent, of its tax levy and $2.18 per 
capita. 

Philadelphia, with a population of 1,044,894 and a tax levy of 
$14,536,912.08, expended $625,000; equal to 4^ per cent, of its tax levy 
and 59 cents per capita. 

Chicago is prohibited by the Constitution of the State of Illinois from 
making any appropriation for charitable purposes, though a small amount 
is annually distributed among four eleemosynary institutions from sources 
derived otherwise than from taxation, viz., from saloon licenses and certain 
fines. 

While this item of expenditures deserves the most generous treatment 
within proper bounds, it may be questioned whether the excessive 
liberality of New York, as compared with other cities, does not result in 
making this municipality a magnet to draw to itself indigent and insane 
non-residents, who otherwise would become charges upon the counties or 
State of their domicile. The allegation that paupers and insane from other 
counties of New York, and from neighboring States, have been deliberately 
shipped to New York City, to become a charge upon the City Treasury, 
has frequently been made, and if true would seem to call for the most 
vigorous prohibitive measures. 

It may not be inappropriate in this connection to refer to the unfair 
discrimination practiced against the City of New York by chapter 126 of 
the Laws of 1890. Under that act this City, while supporting its own 
insane, is nevertheless taxed by the State for the support of the insane of 
other counties whose care is undertaken by the State government. As 
New York City paid in 1892 45 5^ per cent, of the entire State tax, and its 
expenditures for the support of its insane amounted to $807,991.65, it 
follows that this City was taxed to the extent of $367,636.20 without 
benefit. It would certainly seem that the most ordinary justice would 
demand that chapter 126 of the Laws of 1890 should be amended so as to 
relieve counties supporting their own insane from bearing any burden of 
the State tax raised for this purpose. 

Department of Buildings. — Under the provisions of chapter 275, Laws 
of 1892, a new Department in the government of the City has been 
created ; and while the expense attendant upon the separation from the 
Fire Department and the Health Department of that very important 
branch of the municipal corporation, during the year 1892, has not 
exceeded the amounts transferred from said Departments above men- 
tioned, yet it must be assumed that there will hereafter be a slightly 
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increased expenditure in the running of a separate and distinct Depart- 
ment. 

It is, perhaps, too soon to form a correct judgment of the effect of the 
establishment of the new Department, but it is fair to assume that the vast 
work of said Department can better be performed as a special and distinct 
work, under the careful supervision of a head directly responsible than 
when left as only co-ordinate with, and often subordinate to, the other 
Bureaus of the Department to which it has heretofore been attached. 

Department of Street Cleaning. — In view of the many complaints made 
against the methods of the Street Cleaning Department, and the alleged 
inefficiency, or insufficiency, of the service obtained by that Department, 
and the uncleanly condition of many if not most of the streets in the city, 
an Advisory Committee, composed of citizens eminent in their various 
vocations, was appointed by Mayor Grant to examine the operations of 
the Street Cleaning Department and to advise such a system as would, in 
their judgment, tend to the most thorough and efficacious cleaning of the 
streets and disposition of ashes, garbage and street sweepings. Said Com- 
mittee, after a careful investigation of the various existing conditions, and 
after tests of suggested plans, made an elaborate report, and advised a 
method requiring additional legislation to perfect it, and involving an 
increased appropriation of moneys as the result of such legislation. The 
Legislature of 1892, with the aim of carrying out the plans of said Advisory 
Committee, enacted a law rearranging the Street Cleaning Department 
and its forces, which at once made necessary the appropriation of a large 
sum of money in addition to that which had been appropriated by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment for the Final Estimate for 1892, as 
will more fully appear from the readjustment of appropriations made, in 
pursuance of the provisions of chapter 369 of the Laws of 1892, by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, May 9, 1892 :

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To carry the plans of the Advisory Committee into full operation re- 
quired a longer period of time than remained in the year 1892, because of 
the necessity for reappointment of an entire force of sweepers under new 
requirements, necessitating examinations by a medical board, uniforming 
of force, purchase of a large. plant of carts, horses, etc., and the leasing of 
many new stables. That has not been and could not be fully accom- 
plished in the year 1892, and it is as yet problematical what the effect will 
be, when all the preparations for the enforcement of the system proposed 
by the Advisory Committee shall have been perfected and a thoroughly 
fair trial of the same shall have been had. 

It is, however, manifest from the operations of the Department to the 
end of the year 1892, that the expense attendant upon the carrying out of 
said laws has greatly enhanced the cost of street cleaning to the taxpayers. 
It is, perhaps, somewhat early to form conclusions as to the results of the 
system rendered necessary by said enactments, because of the unavoidable 
incompleteness of the rearrangements compelled thereby ; and it can only 
be hoped that the results will be such as to reassure the taxpayers that 
the large additional expense entailed will be attended with such an 
improvement of the same as to justify the passage of the said laws. 

To meet the additional expenditures incurred under this revised esti- 
mate, Revenue Bonds (Special) were issued in amount, $187,815.35 
(page 22).

The City Record, — There would seem to be little or no good reason 
why the official publication of the City designated as the City Record 
should not be a source of considerable revenue to the City, instead of 
involving a large expenditure of money ; and when it is considered that it 
could readily be made so simply by legislative action, there would seem 
every reason why such legislation should be obtained as speedily as 
possible. To-day, the City is paying not only for the publication of the 
City Record^ but also for the publication of calendars and official notices 
in the Law Journal and other publications at very large expense. While 
it is true that for the sake of advertisement many notices should be 
published in various daily newspapers of large circulation, yet it is also 
true'that if the publication of calendars and many official notices should 
be confined to the City Record^ and if the City Record were also by legal 
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enactment made one of the publications in which legal notices must be 
published, in this City, not only would a great source of revenue to the 
City be established, but the circulation of the City Record would be 
greatly enhanced, and its value as an advertising medium for municipal 
notices correspondingly increased. Such a result would be obtained 
without in any way entrenching upon the business of our large daily 
newspapers, whose circulation must always attract, and properly so, adver- 
tising, whenever the same may be necessary by reason of legal require- 
ments. It would simply be requisite that the Legislature should provide 
that the City Record should be one publication in which all official notices 
and all legal notices required by proceedings in the various courts in this" 
City should be published. 

The result of such a law cannot well be exactly determined ; but it can 
very safely be estimated that the revenues derived from the advertising 
therein would far exceed the present cost to the City for the publication 
thereof, which even now is much below what it would cost the City to 
have the minutes of Boards, various reports and official notices published 
elsewhere. 

The publication of the City Record cost the City in 1892, $70,000, and 
the matter not now required to be published in any other publications, 
but which, if there were no such official paper, would have to be published 
or printed elsewhere, would entail an expenditure of $800,000. While, 
therefore, the publication of the City Record is the means of saving a large 
sum of money to the tax-payers to-day, it seems that by a simple legisla- 
tive enactment it could be made the source of a large revenue, far exceed- 
ing its cost of publication. 

In addition to the foregoing ** General Expenses of the City Govern- 
ment paid from Taxation and the General Fund," there were other ex- 
penses incurred in the Municipal Administration which may be regarded 
as belonging to the ordinary or general expenditures, but which are 
necessarily classified under " Special and Trust Accounts." These are : * 

First — Payments from revenues of the City which otherwise might go 
to the General Fund, but which by law are dedicated to the payment of 
these specific expenses. 

Second — Expenditures which could not be provided for in the appro- 
priations for the year 1892, but which were authorized, by acts of the 



* The statement here given is to a great extent necessarily arbitrary, since it is foreign to the system of book- 
keeping; adopted by the City, and cannot be deduced with scientific accuracy from the books of the Department of 
Finance. It has been thought advisable, however, to attempt a summary of all expenditures, excludmg transfers 
which cannot properly be charged to investment. 
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Legislature, to be paid from Special Revenue Bonds, payable from the 
taxes of the year following. 

Third — The current or office expense of the Dock Department, 
payable out of the proceeds of bonds.

Revenue Bonds of 1892. — From the summary on page 73 it appears 
that nearly two-thirds of the amount of money borrowed in 1892 was on 
Revenue Bonds. The fiscal year of the Corporation is the calendar year. 
The taxes levied for the general expenses of the City government are not 
collectible until about October i of each year. It therefore becomes 
necessary, during nine months of the year, to borrow money to meet the 
current expenses of administration. This is done on Revenue Bonds, 
which are issued in anticipation of taxes, pursuant to section 154, New 
York City Consolidation Act of 1882. The amount that may be issued in 
any one year is limited to the amount of the tax levy and the estimated 
revenues of the General Fund in that year. The amount issued in each 
month of 1892 was as follows :

Besides the Revenue Bonds of 1892, issued as above, Special Revenue 
Bonds have been issued to meet certain specific expenditures authorized 
by acts of Legislature. These bonds are made payable from the tax levy 
of the following year. 

The objects and purposes for which said bonds were issued, with a 
general account of other bonds and stocks issued during the year, are 
stated herewith. 

Revenue Bonds (Special). — Issued pursuant to an act of the Legis- 
lature passed January 31, 1891. 

To provide for the expenses of the Rapid Transit Commission^ section 
10, chapter 4, Laws 1891. 

"§ 10. The board of estimate and apportionment, or other board or public Iwdy on which is 
imposed the duty and in which is vested the power of making appropriations of public moneys for 
the purposes of the city government in any city in which it is proposed to construct such railway or 
railways, shall, from time to time on requisition duly made by the board of rapid transit railroad 
commissioners, appropriate such sum or sums of money as may be requisite and necessary to prop» 
erly enable it to do and perform or cause to be done or performed the duties herein prescribed. 

** And such appropriation shall be made forthwith upon presentation of a requisition from the 
board of rapid transit railroad commissioners, which shall state the purposes for which such moneys 
are required by the said board. In case the said board of estimate and apportionment or such other 
board or public body fail to appropriate such amount as the board of rapid transit railroad com- 
missioners deem requisite and necessary, the said board of rapid transit railroad commissioners may 
apply to the general term of the supreme court, in the department in which the railway is to be or 
has been constructed, on notice to the board of estimate and apportionment or such other board or 
public body aforesaid, to determine what amount shall be appropriated for the purposes required 
by this section and the decision of said general term shall be final and conclusive. And no city 
shall be liable for any indebtedness incurred by the said board of rapid transit railroad commis- 
sioners in excess of such appropriation or appropriations. It shall be the duty of the auditor and 
comptroller of any such city, after such appropriations shall have been duly made, to audit and 
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pay the proper expenditures of said commissioners upon vouchers therefor, to be furnished by the 
said commissioners, which payments shall be made in like manner as payments are now made by 
the auditor, comptroller or other public officers of claims against and demands upon such city ; 
and for the purpose of providing funds with which to pay the said sums, the comptroller of said 
city is hereby authorized and directed to issue and sell revenue bonds of such city in anticipation of 
receipt of taxes and out of the proceeds of such bonds to make the payments in this section required 
to be made. And the amount necessary to pay the principal and interest of such bonds shall be 
included in the estimate of moneys necessary to be raised by taxation to carry on the business of 
said city, and shall be made a part of the tax levy for the year next following the year in which 
such appropriations are made. 

** All expenses of the said board of rapid transit railroad commissioners so incurred and 
paid by any city as in this section provided, and for which any city shall be liable, shall be repaid 
with interest by the bidder or bidders at the public sale of the rights, privileges and franchises, as 
in this act provided, whose bid shall be accepted by the board of rapid transit railroad commis- 
sioners, and the terms of such sale shall specify the time when such payments shall be made, as 
well as the amount thereof. The commissioners shall be paid a reasonable compensation for the 
duties performed by them in relation to each railway located by them under the provisions of this 
act. The amount of such compensation shall be determined by the general term of the supreme 
court in the department in which the railway is to be located upon application by the board of 
rapid transit railroad commissioners, after notice to the mayor of the city in which the railway is to 
be built. The amount of such compensation shall be stated in the terms of sale and shall be paid 
by the purchaser." 

Pursuant to the above section Revenue Bonds were issued in 1892 —

Revenue Bonds (Special). — Issued in pursuance of section 3, 
chapter 95, Laws of 1892, for the payment of fees and expenses growing 
out of or connected with the opening, widening and extension of College 
place and Greenwich street, from Chambers to Dey street. 

Section i of said chapter 95 provides that the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment of the City of New York shall 

*' audit such claims for fees and actual expenses as may be presented to said board, growing 
*' out of or connected with the proceedings begun in the supreme court on or about December, 
*' eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, for the opening, widening and extension of College place 
*' and Greenwich street, from Chambers to Dey street, in the City of New York." 

§ 2 limits the claims to be audited to 

*' such fees as are just and reasonable, and such expenses as have been actually incurred, growing 
** out of or connected with the proceedings referred to in section one hereof * ♦ « « 
** after first deducting therefrom any sum which may have been allowed under said sections ten 
** hundred to ten hundred and two inclusive, of chapter four hundred and ten of the laws of 
*• eighteen hundred and eighty-two," etc. 
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•*§3' Upon the auditing and allowance of any claims hereunder, the comptroller of the 

city of New York shall issue revenue bonds of said city, to be sold at not less than the par 

value thereof sufficient to pay the amount allowed for such claims, etc.," and shall pay the 
amount of such claims from the proceeds thereof, etc. 

The amount of Revenue Bonds issued as provided above in 1892 

was $42,219 00 



Payable November i, 1893; interest, three per centum. Taken by 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund at par. 

Revenue Bonds (Special). — Issued in pursuance of and for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of chapter 269, Laws of 1892, 
which amends sundry sections of the New York City Consolidation Act 
of 1882. ** So as to secure the more efficient cleaning of the streets, 
avenues, public places, wharves, piers and heads of slips in said city." 

The amount of Revenue Bonds issued under this law is in addition

expenses of Department of Street Cleaning for the year 1892 (see

•*§9. The hoard of estimate and apportionment of the city of New York is hereby 
authorized and empowered to appropriate a sum not exceeding fifty thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, to be expended by and under the direction of said committee for 
the celebration of the discovery of America, etc., * * ♦ the comptroller of the city of 
New York is hereby directed to issue and sell revenue bonds of said city, for the purpose of 
providing funds on account of such appropriation." 

The amount of Revenue Bonds issued for this purpose in 1892

Payable November I, 1893; interest, three per centum. Taken by 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund at par.

shown on such map to be designated thereon by lot numbers, and which lot numbers shall corres- 
pond as far as may be with the present ward numbers of said lots or parcels, and shall commence 
in each block with number one, and continue numerically upward, for as many such lots or parcels 
as shall be comprised within each block. 

" § 5. The expenses incurred in the preparation of said block map shall be certified by 
the said commissioners * * * to the board of estimate and apportionment * * and upon 
the approval thereof * * it shall be the duty of the comptroller to pay the respective amounts 
so certified * » * and to raise the amounts necessary for that purpose from revenue bonds of 
the city, to be issued in anticipation of the taxes to be levied in the year following- the date of the 
issue of such bonds."

** The bonds to be issued by the comptroller of the city of New York in pursuance of this act 
shall be called * Additional Water Stock of the City of New York,' shall bear interest at the rate of 
not exceeding five per cent, per annum, and shall be redeemable in not less than ten nor more than 
fifty years, as the said comptroller shall determine to be for the best interests of the said city, and 
the board of aldermen of said city is hereby authorized and directed to raise from time to time, by 
tax upon the estates, real and personal, subject to taxation in the city of New York, the sum or 
sums of money which may be required to pay the interest on said bonds and to redeem them at 
maturity. The mayor and comptroller of said city are hereby authorized and directed to sign said 
bonds, and it shall be the duty of the clerk of the common council to countersign the same and to 
affix thereto the seal of the said city. Such bonds shall not be disposed of at less than the par 
value thereof. These bonds may be issued free from city and county taxation if, in the judgment 
of the commissioners of the sinking fund, it shall be for the interest of the city so to do. In that 
case they shall bear interest at the rate of not exceeding four and one-half per cent, per annum." 

This stock (excepting $445,000 issued prior to January i, 1885) is 
payable from a Sinking Fund derived from taxation, pursuant to provisions 
of the Constitutional Amendment adopted November 4, 1884.

The first issue of this stock was made in 1871, in pursuance of section

name of the mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the city of New York, is authorized to acquire 
title to all such real estate and property as may be deemed necessary by him for the purpose of 
furnishing and securing a further and inexhaustible supply of pure and wholesome water for the 
city of New York." 

The work commenced under the above statute has been continued 
under sundry amendments and modifications. The amount of stock to 
be issued in any one year is limited to $1,000,000. Under the operations 
of chapter 383, Laws of 1878, this stock, by law payable from taxation, 
became a second lien upon the Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the 
City Debt. The stock issued after January i, 1885, is payable from a 
Sinking Fund derived from taxation, pursuant to provisions of the Con- 
stitutional Amendment adopted November 4, 1884.

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require the comptroller to issue bonds and stocks of the mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the 
city of New York, from time to time, to be known as criminal court-house bonds, and to l)e payable 
from taxation and redeemable in not less than ten nor more than twenty years from the date of 
issue, in such amounts as shall be necessary to carry out the purpose of this act, and the mayor and 
comptroller are hereby authorized and directed to sign said bonds, and it shall be the duty of the 
clerk of the common council of said city to countersign the same and affix thereto the seal of the 
city.

mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the city of New York, to be payable from taxation and

In order to pay the interest upon the bonds hereby authorized, the mayor, 
aldermen and commonalty of the city and county of New York are hereby authorized and 
empowered to order and cause to be raised by tax on the estates, real and personal, subject to taxa- 
tion according to law within said city and county of New York, and to be collected in addition to 
the ordinary taxes, yearly and every year, until the whole amount of the tax be paid, a sum of 
money sufficient to pay the interest annually accruing on said bonds."

§ 3 provides that "such land or lands, when so purchased, and such buildings as may be 
erected thereupon, shall be deemed to be and shall be under the control of the said commissioners 
of public charities and correction," etc., subject to the "laws applicable to the powers, jurisdic- 
tion and control of the said commissioners,'* etc. 

" § 4. For the purpose of providing means for carrying into effect the provisions of this act, it 
shall be the duty of the comptroller of the city of New York " when "authorized by the board of 
estimate and apportionment," to issue and sell, but not at less than their par value, bonds or 
stocks, etc.. "in the manner provided by law, payable from taxation," in amount not exceeding 
five hundred thousand dollars, bearing interest at rate not exceeding three per centum per annum, 
and redeemable in not more than ten years from date of issue.

II. The Sinking Funds. 

Of these there are two, designated as 

A. — The Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt. 

B. — The Sinking Fund for the Payment of Interest on the City Debt. 

A. sinking fund for the redemption of the city debt. 

The original Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt 
(No. i) was created by an ordinance of the Common Council, passed 
August 13, 18 1 3, and was intended to redeem the first permanent loan of 
the City, for the issue of which legislative authority had been obtained in 
the previous year. This ordinance recited that it was highly desirable to 
establish a fund, out of which purchases of the New York City Stock 
might be made from time to time, whenever the same could be done at 
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par, or the true value thereof; whereby the said stock would be prevented 
from depreciating, and the redemption of the same would be regularly 
progressing. Therefore it was ordained "That all moneys heretofore 
received, and hereafter to be received, for commutation of quit-rents on 
grants issued prior to the year 1804 ; all quit- rents arising from such of 
said grants as shall not be commuted ; and all moneys heretofore received 
and hereafter to be received for licenses to pawnbrokers, and dealers in 
the purchase or sale of second-hand furniture, metals or clothes ; for 
hackney coach licenses and for street vaults ; all market fees and market 
rents ; twenty-five per cent, on all sales of real estate belonging to the 
corporation and hereafter to be sold ; and all such other sources of revenue 
or sums of money as the said corporation shall hereafter think proper to 
appropriate for that purpose, shall be and hereby are firmly pledged, 
appropriated and applied to, and shall constitute and form the fund for 
the purpose aforesaid, until the final redemption of the whole of such 
stock.*' 

By the second section, the Mayor, Recorder, Comptroller and Treasurer 
of the City, with the Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen for the time being, were constituted " The Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the New York City Stock." 

This ordinance is found retained without material alteration in the 
revisions of 1817, 1821, 1823, 1827 and 1834. Only slight changes were 
made in the revision of 1839, but in the ordinance passed February 22, 
1844, a much more thorough and definite treatment was given to the 
whole subject. By chapter 225 of the Laws of 1845, entitled ** An act 
creating a public fund or stock in the City of New York, to be called the 
Croton Water Stock, and in relation to the Sinking Fund of said City," it was 
provided that this last mentioned ordinance ** shall not be amended without 
the consent of the Legislature first had and obtained, except by setting 
apart and appropriating to and for the purpose of the said Sinking Fund 
additional revenue whenever the said, the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
monalty shall deem proper ; and the said ordinance shall remain in full 
force until the whole of the debt created for the introduction of the Croton 
water into the City of New York shall be fully redeemed." From this 
statute first dates the inviolable character of the Sinking Fund, as con- 
stituting a contract between the corporation and the purchasers of the 
Croton water stock. 

The Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt (No. 2) was 
established pursuant to an amendment of the State Constitution, adopted 
at the general election held November 4, 1884, to take effect January i. 
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i885 ; said amendment (section 2 of article 8), among other things, provid- 
ing that ** the term of the bonds issued to provide for the supply of water 
shall not exceed twenty years, and a sinking fund shall be created on the 
issue of said bonds for their redemption by raising annually a sum of 
money which will produce an amount equal to the sum of the principal 
and interest of said bonds at their maturity.*' At a meeting of the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund held February 6, 1885. it was 

** Resolved, That, in conformity with the foregoing provisions of law and the State Constitu- 
tion, a Sinking Fund shall be and is hereby created for the redemption of bonds hereafter issued 
for the supply of water by raising annually by tax a sum sufficient, with the accumulations of 
interest thereon, to meet and discharge the amount of said bonds at their maturity." 

To meet at maturity the bonds issued for water supply in 1885, and 
each year following, an amount was raised by tax in 1886 and succeeding 
years as required, and the amount so raised was deposited in the Sinking 
Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt. 

On January 16, 1889, the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund adopted 
the following resolution : 

** Resolved, That the Comptroller be and is hereby authorized and directed to separate the 
amounts of annual installments raised by tax for the payment at maturity of bonds issued for the 
supply of water, pursuant to section 1 1 of article 8 of the State Constitution, to be kept as a dis- 
tinct fund Irom the general account, and designate the securities in which the moneys are invested, 
to be reported from time to time to this Board.'* 

Complying with the above provisions of law and resolutions of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, the Comptroller has separated the 
accounts of these two funds, and in all statements of the Sinking Fund 
published since 1889, their revenues and expenditures have been dis- 
tinctly stated. In the monthly debt statements and in general statements 
of the City Debt, however, they are regarded as one fund. 

It is worthy of note that with the many and varied changes in the 
municipal charter, and in the laws governing this City, the Sinking Fund 
has been sacredly guarded and its original purpose preserved inviolate. 
Additions have been made to its sources of revenue ; but whatever 
legislation has affected it has had the effect of strengthening, not of 
diminishing, its safeguards, and it is not boasting to say that the Sinking 
Fund of the City of New York is one of the best managed trusts in the 
country, and that thus far it stands foremost among the most successful in 
the history of finance. 

Since the first attempt of Sir Robert Walpole, in 17 16, to establish a 
Sinking Fund to redeem the national debt of Great Britain, almost ever)-* 
civilized government in the world has attempted to create a sinking fund ; 
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but with the outbreak of war, or because of some extraordinary demand 
for money, it has been the experience of Europe that the prerogative of 
the sovereign has usually been exercised, and the accumulated revenues 
of years, perhaps, has been dissipated in as many months. 

The aggregation of a large fund of public moneys is not without its 
temptation to extravagance ; and there is to be found in the public mind 
to-day the same superstition that Macauley speaks of as existing in the 
time of Mr. Pitt, in England, namely, that the sinking fund will, " by some 
mysterious power of propagation belonging to money, put into the pockets 
of the public creditors great sums not paid out of the pockets of the tax- 
payer.*' The City officials have always had this feeling or ** superstition " 
to contend with to a greater or less extent. Extraordinary improvements 
are called for in certain quarters, and extravagant expenditures urged, 
because, it is alleged, the debt contracted can be so easily paid from the 
Sinking Fund. While the administration of the Sinking Fund has been 
attended thus far with unparalleled success, and the fund will undoubtedly 
eventually absorb and extinguish the entire City debt, it must be remem- 
bered that the revenues of the Sinking Fund are the revenues of the City, 
and that, in the words of Ricardo, " no Sinking Fund can be efficient for 
the purpose of diminishing the debt if it be not derived from the excess 
of the public revenues over the public expenditures." 

The net funded debt on December 31, 1892, was $98,629,567.32. It will 
be seen from the statement **N,'* pages 168 and 169, that the revenues of 
the Sinking Fund for the past ten years have averaged $7,817,817.61; 
enough to' absorb the public debt in less than thirteen years, should the 
City stop issuing bonds. As appears from statement '' B. II.," facing page 
138, however, during the past ten years the City has issued bonds to the 
extent of $85,825,091.08, or an excess of liability over accumulation during 
that period of $7,646,914.97. This result, however, is due, principally, to 
the exceptionally heavy expenditure necessary for the acquisition of the 
new parks and the building of the New Aqueduct, an expenditure not 
likely to be paralleled in the near future. 

B. THE SINKING FUND FOR THE PAYMENT OF INTEREST ON THE 

CITY DEBT. 

The character and history of the Sinking Fund for the Payment of 
Interest on the City Debt present a number of striking financial 
anomalies. It would seem that in the conception of a Sinking Fund there 
should inhere the idea of accumulation, or, more specifically, the formation

of a fund by the saving of surplus income and its steady growth by the 
accretion of compound interest for the future liquidation of indebtedness. 
It is obvious, however, that, so far as the interest on such indebtedness is 
concerned, its periods of maturity will be of as frequent occurrence as the 
availability of the City's income. If, therefore, the amount of the available 
income exactly equals the interest charge on the indebtedness, there can 
be no accumulation ; for the income will be no sooner received than it 
must be paid out In such an event there can be no useful purpose in 
creating a '* fund " for the performance of such a simple function. If, on 
the other hand, the amount saved out of income exceeds the amount of 
the interest charged, accumulation undoubtedly ensues, but for no cognate 
purpose. 

When the corporation first obtained permission from the Legislature 
to create a public debt, the statute of the 8th of June, 1812, simply pledged 
the faith of the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the City of New 
York for its final redemption ; but all the revenues of the corporation 
were specifically appropriated and pledged ** for the payment of the 
interest which shall become due on the said stock and shall continue so 
pledged until the final redemption of the said stock.** Under this statute 
the only lien created against the revenues of the corporation was to secure 
the payment of interest on the public debt. The ordinance of 181 3, how- 
ever, created a Sinking Fund for final redemption, into which was to be 
paid certain revenues of the municipality, regardless of the lien upon them 
which had already been created for the payment of interest by the act of 
the preceding year. This Sinking Fund remained practically unchanged 
in character until the revised ordinances of February 22, 1844. This 
ordinance made a two-fold separation of the Sinking Fund — certain 
revenues being pledged to a Sinking Fund for redemption and others to 
a Sinking Fund for the payment of interest. Among the sources pledged 
to the latter were ** all rents, from all sources not already pledged.*' The 
anomalous character of this fund has already been referred to ; but it is 
unlikely that at the time of its creation the Common Council could have 
had any adequate idea of the amount which its revenues would subse- 
quently reach, these revenues being in 1892, $3,966,936.82, of which 
$3,301,248.75 was derived from Croton water rent alone. 
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The general operation of the Sinking Fund will be seen from the fol- 
lowing general summary :

Department. 

auditing bureau. 

The scope of the work of this Bureau has within a few years been so 
extended, by reason of the enlargement of the works of the various 
Departments of the City Government, the creation of new departments 
and various Boards and Commissions having charge of large works of 
public improvement, that the work has assumed proportions of magni- 
tude even beyond that resulting from normal increase. Its importance, 
not only as a check upon the expenditure of vast sums of money 
annually, but as well in the enforcement of all contracts made with the 
■city, requiring compliance with the terms thereof, as a condition of pay- 
ment, for the work done and materials furnished thereunder, cannot well 
be underestimated. 

The functions of the Bureau, prescribed by statute, consist of the aud- 
iting, revising and settling, under the supervision of the Comptroller, of all 
accounts in which the city is concerned as debtor or creditor, and involve : 

1st. The inspection and examination of various works of construction, 
repair and maintenance as they progress, as well as the inspection of 
materials and supplies delivered to the Departments of the City Govern- 
ment, the various Boards and Commissions created by special acts of 
Legislature and all branches of the City and County Government. . 

During the year 1892, there were engaged in said work of inspection 
•eleven Engineers and Inspectors, who made nineteen thousand inspections 
and examinations, outside of the office, all over the city, and who reported 
adversely in nearly three thousand cases. In such cases, defective works, 
supplies and materials were required to be made good, and compliance 
with the contracts or agreements was enforced before payment was made 
of the amounts called for by the vouchers and estimates which had been 
certified to the Finance Department by the various Departments, Boards 
and Commissions having charge of the works and of obtaining the sup- 
plies represented by said vouchers and estimates. 

In this connection it may be stated that the small force, available 
within the Umits of the appropriation of moneys for the use of the Finance 
Department (eleven men), made, in the cases above referred to, re-exam- 
inations of works which had already been inspected by more than three 
hundred Inspectors, Engineers' and others employed by the other Depart- 
ments, Boards and Commissions having jurisdiction and control of the 
work. 
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The result of such system of inspection, examination and investiga- 
tion pursued by the Auditing Bureau, appears not only in the actual 
saving of money, but more especially in the enforcement of contract 
requirements and the greater perfection of all work done, and a superior 
quality of all materials and supplies furnished to the City. 

Undoubtedly, even better results may be obtained from an enlarge- 
ment of the force of Inspectors and Engineers in the Department, and 
all just claims be met with greater promptness, provided the appropria- 
tion made to the Department shall be sufficiently increased to warrant the 
employment of the additional force requisite. 

2d. The office work of expert examination and audit of claims, 
vouchers and pay-rolls. 

The numerous legislative acts which each year have added to, modi- 
fied, altered and repealed provisions of the Consolidation Act of 1882, 
and which have created special Boards and Commissions having jurisdic- 
tion over special works, have largely increased the work of the Bureau, 
and have created so many requisites to the validity of vouchers, pay-rolls 
and claims presented for audit, that not only has the actual labor attend- 
ant upon a proper audit and examination risen to a magnitude greatly 
disproportioned to the small additional cost for the Bureau service, but 
the character of the work to be performed is of an especially high grade, 
requiring expert knowledge of all classes of work, and even professional 
and legal attainments. 

During the year 1892 the Auditing Bureau examined vouchers and 
pay-rolls, and prepared warrants for payment thereof, as follows :

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In addition to the above, individual checks, in payment for services 
rendered, and set forth in the various pay-rolls presented for audit and 
payment, were drawn in number aggregating a little over one hundred 
and seven thousand, which were prepared for entry and signature by the 
City Paymaster. 

A record book was also kept, as required by law, of the various liens 
filed under the provisions of the Municipal Lien Law, and also of all 
assignments, claims, attachments, etc., filed. 

The number of the same filed and entered in 1892 was 639. 

3d. The payment and disbursement of moneys due upon audited 
vouchers and pay-rolls by disbursing officers and the City Paymaster. 

During the year 1892 there were disbursed and paid out by the dis- 
bursing officers of the Bureau, other than the City Pc^ymaster, 32,702 
warrants, which required the filling out of 20,000 affidavits and 700 
releases by said officers. 

In addition thereto the City Paymaster and his assistants were 
engaged in the payment of wages and salaries to officers and employees of 
the City and County, including the Judiciary, and of the several Boards 
and Commissions specially created by legislative acts, which involved not 
only the proper entry, signature and disbursement of one hundred and 
seven thousand three hundred and fifteen checks, but as well the payment 
in cash of four million and fifty-two thousand five hundred and ninety- 
six dollars and thirty-nine cents. (See Account Current, page 85.)

BUREAU FOR THE COLLECTION OF ASSESSMENTS AND ARREARS OF 
TAXES AND ASSESSMENTS AND OF WATER RENTS. 

The balance of unpaid taxes, assessments and water rents, outstanding 
on the books of the Bureau of Arrears on January i, 1892, was 
$10,063,420.56, and on December 31, 1892, was $11,504,041.51. 
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The return made on June i, 1892, by the Receiver of Taxes, to the 
Bureau of Arrears of Unpaid Taxes for 1891, amounted to $2,369,944.69. 

The amount of assessments for Street Improvements and Openings, 
confirmed and entered in the Bureau during the year 1892 was 
$3,103,808.18. 

The amount collected in the Bureau during the year 1892 on assess- 
ments and arrears of taxes and assessments and of water rents, was 

$4,113,759.25. 

The amount of interest collected on arrears of taxes, assessments and 

water rents, in the year 1892, was $474,307.09. 

For a detailed statement of the transactions of the Bureau of Arrears 

in 1892, see pages 180 and 181. 

Compilation of Arrears. — An Act was passed on May 2, 1892 
(chapter 412, Laws of 1892), creating a Board of Commissioners of 
Records, for the purpose of reindexing on the ** Block plan,'* so-called, 
of the land map filed in the Register's office January i, 1891, the unpaid 
taxes, assessments and water rents, etc., entered and standing on the 
books of the Bureau of Arrears as liens, on property, and also providing 
for reindexing on the " Block plan " of conveyances, mortgages, etc., 
filed in the Register's office prior to January i, 1891, and certain notices, 
claims and other instruments relating to land filed in the office of the 
County Clerk. 

Many of the provisions of this act were found to be impracticable, 
and it was not allowed to go into operation, the Mayor declining to desig- 
nate the Commissioners of Records provided for therein."*^ 

Notices of Assessments to Property Owners. — The law under 

which notices of the confirmation of assessments for street improvements 
and openings have been advertised provides for their publication in the 

* In March, 1893, a bill was prepared, under the direction of the Comptroller, authorizing him to compile and 
reindex all arrears of taxes, assessments and water rents, liens upon real estate entered and recorded in the books 
of the Bureau of Arrears in the Finance Department. This bill was approved and recommended by his Honor the 
Mayor, and was passed May 2, 1893, being entitled "An act to provide lor indexing and reindexing conveyances, 
" mortgages and other instruments relating to land and liens thereon in the City and County of New York, and 
" indexing, reindexing and compiling arrears of taxes, assessments, water rents and unredeemed sales and unex- 
♦* pired leases therefor in said city ." . . . Under the authority of this act, the Comptroller has appointed a 
number of competent clerks to perform the duty of compiling and reindexing arrears of taxes, assessments, water 
rents, etc., as therein provided.

* An act, prepared under the direction of the Comptroller, passed March 23, 1893, being « hapter 183 of the 
^s of 1893, provides for public notices in certain daily and weekly corporation newspapers of all assessments, 
yignating their general location, so that all owners may be informed immediately, through the medium of 
irspapers of large circulation, of the confirmation of assessments for street improvements affecting their property .

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large amount, which has been advanced by the City for the expenses of 
Street Improvements, and the difficulty of its collection, would seem to 
call loudly for legislative amendment of the present system of collecting 
assessments. 

BUREAU OF CITY REVENUE AND OF MARKETS. 

The revenues from all sources paid into this Bureau during the year 
1892 amounted to $1,055,279.15, a general statement of which will be 
found in Account Current for the year, on pages 182 and 183, with 
detailed statments following. 

The market buildings will be generally found to be in good order and 
good repair, this being especially true of the more recently erected struc- 
tures, viz. : Washington, West Washington, Jefferson and Fulton Markets ; 
while the older buildings, viz. : Clinton, Tompkins, Catharine, Centre, 
Essex and Union have been kept in the best condition permitted by the 
number of years they have been in use. 

If it be assumed that the City's markets accomplish the purpose for 
which they were intended, and are a convenience and advantage to the 
general public, it would seem that their benefits should not be restricted 
as at present to residents of the lower wards, but should be extended as 
well to citizens residing in the more northern districts of the city. There 
is no public market now north of Fourteenth street ; and I believe that 
the establishment of one oh the east side of the city, between Sixtieth 
street and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street, would be greatly 
appreciated by residents of that neighborhood. Such a building would 
certainly yield a revenue to the City in rents and fees more than sufficient 
to provide for its maintenance, and the interest on its cost of construction- 
Should its erection prove to be a popular and financial success, a similar 
structure might subsequently be provided for the West Side, when the 
density of population in that district would warrant it. 

The enormous growth of population north of Fourteenth street, since 
the erection of the public markets, has entirely changed the conditions 
which existed at the time they were planned ; and while it is not likely 
that the present structures will ever suffer from lack of patronage, it cannot 
be doubted that such a market as the one I recommend would prove far 
more successful than any now in existence. 

BUREAU OF THE RECEIVER OF TAXES. 

The amount of taxes collected by the Receiver of Taxes for the year 1 892^ 
was $31,416,485.65 ; the discount on taxes amounted to $180,150.40, and the 
interest on taxes (exclusive of the amount collected by the Clerk of Arrears) 
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was $86^341.92, making the total amount actually received $31,322,677.17. 
A comparative statement of the annual operations of this Bureau from 
the year 1874 will be found in table ** J " on pages 162 and 163. 

I am of the opinion that the .present method of collecting the City's 
taxes is antiquated and wasteful, and that the laws regulating this subject 
should be thoroughly revised. Under the present system, by which taxes 
for the current year are not collected until October, the City Treasury is 
annually, for six or seven months, dependent upon loans, which must be 
secured from banks, trust companies and private individuals, under the 
adventitious and fluctuating conditions ot the money market, and upon 
which rates of interest are frequently paid utterly out of keeping with the 
high credit of the City. From eighteen to twenty millions of dollars are 
annually borrowed on revenue bonds, issued in anticipation of the collec- 
tion of taxes, and upon these bonds the rate of interest varies from two to 
five per cent., even six per cent, being paid in times of unusual financial 
stringency. When the money market tightens the city is practically at the 
mercy of lenders, and in times of serious financial trouble the demands of 
the treasury serve to increase the general stringency ; whereas, if the City 
were in the position of a lender instead of that of a borrower, the treasury 
would prove an element of strength to the market, and its operations would 
have a beneficial and steadying effect. Apart from the humiliating char- 
acter of this hand-to-mouth policy and its wasteful extravagance, it is 
frequently very difficult at any cost to provide the means for the ordinary 
administrative expenses of the government, much less for promptly meeting 
the City's obligations to its creditors. The result therefore of running the 
City Government on borrowed money during the greater part of the year 
may be summed up as follows : It inflicts a considerable and inevitable 
pecuniary loss by subjecting the treasury to the burden of extravagant 
interest charges ; it frequently hinders the prompt prosecution of important 
public works, and it sometimes necessitates delaying urgent payments to 
the City's creditors. 

I believe the proper time for beginning the collection of taxes to be 
not earlier than the ist of April, and not later than the ist of May, the 
period during which the city is now obliged to enter the money market as 
a borrower. This would necessitate no change in the present method of 
making up the final estimate by the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and would result in an annual saving to the city of over $300,000. 

A statement of the amounts annually paid by the City for interest on 
revenue bonds, and the amount received for interest on deposits since 
1874, will be found in tables **L" and ** M," on page 167. It 
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should be noted, in estimating the gain to be effected by this proposed 
change, that not only would the whole of this large interest charge be 
saved, but the amount of interest received from City depositaries would 
be largely increased. 

I believe this great reform could be effected very simply and success- 
fully, by merely advancing the dates mentioned in those sections of the 
Consolidation Act which relate to the preparation of the assessment rolls, 
the annual tax levy, and the collection of taxes. 

The only objection which can possibly be urged against this reform, is 
that when the change first went into operation, tax;payers would be 
obliged to pay twice within the same twelve months. Should it be 
deemed, however, that by advancing the time for payment of taxes five 
or six months in one fiscal year, too great a hardship would be inflicted 
on owners of real estate, it would be an easy matter to frame the necessary 
legislation in such wise that the change could be made gradually during 
a term of years, by advancing the date of payment but two months in 
each year until the proper conditions were attained. 

Another change which I urgently recommend to be made in the tax 
laws concerns the question of discounts on the early payment of taxes. 
Under the provisions of section 842, chapter 410, Laws of 1882, a discount 
of 6 per cent, is allowed on all taxes paid before November i, calculated 
between the day of such payment and the first day of December next 
succeeding. Under this law the City deducted from its tax bills for the 
year 1892 the sum of $180,150.40. It is difficult to see on what principle 
this rebate can be defended. It should be sufficient to allow taxpayers a 
reasonable time after the opening of the books within which to pay their 
tax bills at their face figures. After such reasonable time, interest and 
penalties for dilatory payments should of course be charged. The positive 
disadvantages of this system find no corresponding benefits. An immense 
amount of additional labor is imposed upon the Bureau of the Receiver of 
Taxes, and the first week or ten days after the opening of the tax books 
in each year made the occasion for an almost unmanageable press of 
business, which for the time being makes a thoroughly efficient and 
economical administration of that office an impossibility. 

I recommend that the conditions for the payment of taxes be amended 
as follows : 

(i) During the first month after the opening of the books taxes should 
be paid without penalty. 

(2) During the month next succeeding, i per cent, penalty should be 
charged. 

5 
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(3) Payments made thereafter should, in addition to said i per cent, 
penalty, include interest at the rate of 7 per cent, per annum, calculated 
from the date of the opening of the books to the time of payment. 

Such a change as this would greatly facilitate the prompt, efficient and 
economical collection of taxes, and would result in a gain to the City 
Treasury of over $2CX),ooo per annum.

Whereas, The Board of Estimate and AppDrtionment, on the 31st day of October, 1892, adopted
